END OF THE DICKERSON MINE

an well eured,

Worked for 175 Years, but Now Too Deep
to be Operated Frofitably,

Tha Dlckerson fron mine, which was closed
about three wooks ngo at Mine Hill, N. J., had
becn worked for 175 years. It was abandoned
hecause at its present vertleal depth of 1,000
foet it could no longer be worked profitably.
Ahout 140 men haveo been deprived of employ-
ment by its closing. On the day of the formal
stopping of operations the foreman placed in
the mine's extremo depths ono bottle with s
list of namos of men who workoed inthe big
voin, and unother with o list of names of men
who workod in tho side voin.

The land above and around the mine was
taken up ns & mining tract in 1710 by John
Reading, Burveyor-Ueneral of the Btate, for
Jogeph Kirkbridge, who boqueathed it to his
threoa sona. The first ore from thetroct was
worked from pockets at the surface dnd wos
carried in suddlobugs to Elizabeth, where it
was mode [nto bar Iron, to ba transported on
horseback to o market. Durlng the Revolu-
tlon ore from thoe mino was oonverted Into
eannon balls for the use of Gen, Washington's
little band of ightera, The Dickerson family
bogun to get possesaion of tho mine in 1780, and
In 1838 Gov. Dickerson was shipping ore by
tho Morris Cannl to Pennsylvanin furnaces.
Bafore that porlod the mino was worked un-

The charity was  established
about a month ago by the Blsters of
Charity at Madison, N, J.. who had been
anxlous to found a shelter where sufferars
from Incurable maladios might be eared for.
Tho Slstors loarned that such pationts as they
proposoed to nursa are undesirable Inmates of
ordinary hoapltala, which are primarily estab-
lished for the treatment of sufferers of whose
recovery there in s chance.
